The  covering  or  varnishing  may  he 
one  y  ipping  into  or  painting-  on  any  substance  which  is  capable  of  completely 
Uj  packet  parcel  or  box,  and  therby  excluding  moisture  air  germs, 

and  all  foreign  bodies  likely  to  injure  the  contents  of  the  packet,  parcel  or  box.

tures  of  the  afore-said,  for  dipping,  varnisliing,  painting,  and  hermetically
